At the station waiting to greet 
him were Mayor Frank Hague, of 
Jersey City, and Edward J. Flynn.

GRAB'S PETITION 
IS REFUSED BY 
JUDGE S H EELY 


The petition of FI O. Grab, Br . 
Harrisburg street, alleging an error 
on the part of the court in disposing 
of the case brought against him by 
state police under the Uniform Fire­ 
arms act last February was refused 
by Judge W. C. Sh eely in a seven- 
page opinion handed down in court 
this morning. 
Tile opinion holds that the gun 
Grab carried was a firearm In spite 
of his contention that it lacked a 
clip and was incapable of being 
fired; that Hie procedure chosen by 
Grab's counsel to have the disposi­ 
tion of the case set aside was wrong 
and that the defendant lias failed 
to show that the evidence on whirl) 
the case w;us re-opened was not dis­ 
coverable before Grab faced 
the 
court tor sentence six months ago. 
Grab, after becoming involved in 
an altercation during the course of 
which he drew- a .32 caliber Colt 
automatic pistol from his pocket wa 
arrested by state police under the 
Uniform Firearms act. Grab waived 
indictment and entered a plea of 
"no defense" and when he appeared 
In court in February drew a sus­ 
pended sentence on condition that 
he pay $200 to the county and the 
costs of the case. 
First Case of Kind 
In May. after having secured new 
counsel. Sydney Friedman, Esq., of 
Harrisburg, Grab petitioned for a 
"writ of error" and testimony was 
taken and the case argued. Friedman 
contended the gun was not a fire­ 
arm because the clip was missing, 
that this fact had just been dis­ 
covered and was not available when 
the case was first disposed of.
